Mr. MacKinnon was chairman of 
a dominion-provincial Trans-Cana- 
da Highway conference held in Ot- 
tawa last Dec. 14, and attended by 
public works ministers and premi- 
ers of the provinces. 

He said the conference had been 
called to give the senior govern- 
ment an over-all view of the prob- 
lems facing engineers in building 
the cross-country road. This was 
necessary before any estimate of 
the amount of federal contribution 
could be made, he said. 


EARLY START 

“There is every desire on the 
part of the federal government to 
have the work on the road ed 
as rapidly as possible. I will be very 
disappointed if a good start on the 
read is not made this year,” he 
said, 

Problem of the distribution of 
aid for the building of the road is 
complicated by the fact that some 
provinces already have parts of the 
proposed road constructed, he said, 

On the matter of road con- 
struction standards, Mr. Mac- 
Kinnon said yolume of traffic likely 
to be carried by the road would 
dictate the type of highway to be 
constructed.

In fact it would seem to the 
impartial observer that dissen- 
sion among Ukrainians only exists 
outside of the Ukrainian republic 
and that ii only exists among 
Ukrainians here in our Canada 
because it is carefully cultivated 
by interested persons who wouid 
receive short shrift from their 
fellow Ukrainians in their native 
land if they were to attempt such 
tactics as they do here in Canda.

Food 


Prices 

Editor, 
words, a deluge of misreprese 
tion, an ocean of nonsense has 
been written and sppken recently 
in press and radio with regard 
to the price of food, milk, butter, 
meat and bread. Alas, how short, 
how forgetful is human memory. 
It is hight time that once again 
truth and reality be let in on this 
question on which there appears 
to be such immeasurable confu- 
sion. 

Here are some facts about farm- 
ers and the cost of foodstuffs, not 
my statements but from the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics, ack- 
nowledged by most people to be 
an impartial, responsible and ac- 
curate authority. 

Our working hours on the 
mixed farms (and they are a 
large majority) are not the 8 hour 
day and 5 day week of our city 
friends who are complaining so 
voviferously about the price of 
foodstuffs, but instead our day 
is at least a 16 hour day and a7 
day week—quite a difference. If 
our farm. dairy day and week was 
on an urban basis and jf that cost 
could be worked on back to the 
ultimate consumer, food costs 
would be at least twice what they 
are now. If the farm people had 
most of the conveniences such as 
running water, electric light, rea- 
sonably good transportation, etc., 
on the same basis, urban food 
costs would be at least half again 
as high as they are now. We 
farmers are human beings. We 
would like a few modern con- 
veniences too. 

Today the salaried or the wage 
earner’s hour's pay will buy more 
food than it has done for many 
years, Before and during the first 
great war with exception of the 
last year of that conflict and the 
years immediately following, all 
down through the years until as 
late at 1944, we farmers put food- 
stuffs on the tables of the world 
at prices far, far below the cost 
of production, We did this ijn the 
16 hour day mentioned previcusly 
and working ourselves and our 
families without wages. There are 
many millions of dollars of debt 
still unpaid as a result. The Fed- 
eral Government of the day 
recognized this and subsidized 
many °f our food products. Who 
remembers these conditions now? 

The farmers have been describ- 
ed as taking a holiday at the 
coast or California, going crazy 
buying new machinery or money 
mad. 1 notice everyone who uses 
those terms in the press never 
have tne courage to sign their 
own names to their efforts 

I know a lot of farmers in the 
three prai@e vrovinces, probably 
as menw * elee in those 
areas, and those who can afford

Editor, Bulletin—Having read 
the news in The Bulletin re the 
proposed increase in the fare on 
the ETS, I once again sit down to 
pound out on my typewriter an- 
other letter to your valuabie 
Paper. 

The point of raising the fare 
to seven tickets for 3c will not 
help much. The whole system is 
due for a rejuvenation. and un- 
til that happens Mr. Taxpayer is 
going to foot the bill. Firstly, no 
outside expert need be called in 
to put it on its feet. We have 
men right here in this city who 
are quite competent, for instance 
any train despatcher whose busi- 
ness is transportation. 

I might put forward a few sug-

Reduce the fares to straight 5c. 
If one wants to go from the West 
End to say the Arena then they 
would get a transfer after deposit- 
ing an 8'2c fare. I have given 
this quite some study and also 
watched the way the public is 
handied in other large cities and 
although this will not mee* with 
the approval of some people I am 
sure after it was put to work they 
would fall in with the idea. 

Another thing that has to be 
taken care of very soon is. the 
insane way the public is handled 
at transfer points now. 

As it is, the public has to cross 
every intersection afoot instead 
of riding as they should.

I go at times by what felk call 
“hunches” rather than by ma- 
terial evidence. Over the years ! 
have never known these hunches 
to be wrong, The times ] have 
been worst wrong was when I 
backed my brain (if any) against 
the inner yoice or hunch. 


Keeping 
The Peace 


A year before the Russians and 
Germans signed the non-aggres- 
sion pact I predicted they would 
do exactly that—and wrote same. 
That outraged the communists as 
much in those days as it annoyed 
the Conservatives, who were then 
overwhelmingly pro-Chamberlain 
and for appeasement of H:tler, to 
make him “go east.” 

Then later, in the actual war, I 
felt in my bones that the delay in 
opening the second front was 
political and not military. 

That hunch led to some hot 
arguments with editors of other 
Canadian papers and with other 
radio commentators, J then offer- 
ed to bet any of these $100 that 
when the war was over and we 
got access to all the documents, 
we would find that the highest 
military authorities were agrecd 
that the second front was feasible 
by 1943

that now in view of 
Eisenhower's book, Cru- 
sade in Europe,” which over- 
whelming!y substantiates my 
1942-1943 argument, Ike was will- 
ing to take < chance even as early 
as 1942. By 1943 he and most 
purely military leaders (as distin- 
guished from politicians) were 
ready to go ahead, 

I cannot prove that we were 
within a hair's breadth of war in 
the past summer, but here is how 
my hunch figured it. 

The purely military - minded 
leaders, both in the American

and the Russian camp, had (mis- 
takenly) decided that war was 
inevitable—and that it was only 
a question of time, When the 
allies decided to set up a sepa- 
rate government of Western Ger- 
many the Russians closed the 
land routes into Berlin. Had the 
American fire-eaters got their 
way then we would have been in 
a shooting war, But I am con- 
vineed also, that had the more 
hard-boiled Russians then got 
their way, they would have 
given the order to close all traffic 
into Berlin—-and the shooting war 
would have been on. 

As I figure it, the hardboiled 
Russian military men, among 
whom [| include, above all, the 
late Zhdanov, believed that in 
event of war they could have sent 
their armies sweeping through 
Germany, France and Spain 
against virtually no resistance. 

In other words, I believe that 
the hard-boiled eggs in the Soviet 
camp argued that 1948 was the 
best year to fight in—if they were 
going to have to fight anyway. 
Wiser heads over-ruled them.

Came True 


It seems to me that people of 
all lands helped to keep the 
peace. 

The break between Tito and 
Moscow no doubt helped in two 
ways, 

First, it reminded any potential 
war-makers in the east that it 
would be foolish automatically 
to assume that all Communist 


ruled countries would follow 
Russian Communist war leader- 
ship. 

Second, it washed out, or at 


least damped down, the fear in 
Western minds that Communism 
was, in spite of its protestations, 
turning out to be nothing more 
than a new, more subtle form of 
imperialism. 

In the UN Assembly at least 55 
of the 58 member nations showed 
that they were overwhelmingly 
opposed to another world war. 

Finally, the people of the 
United States a@d the people of 
China have both shown, by dif- 
ferent means available to them 
that they want no more war. 

The people kept the peace in 
1948. The danger of world war is 
still real, but not as great as it 
was.

EMPRESS OF BRITAIN 
GOLD HOARD SOUGHT 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—(CP)—First attempts will 
be made this summer to recover gold believed to be 
worth several million pounds from the liner Empress 
of Britain, flagship of the Canadian Pacific Steam- 
ship Lines which was sunk off Ireland's northwest 
coast in 1940. 

Divers already have made a preliminary survey 
after close study of charts and plans of the 42,000-ton 
ship. They found her settled 180 feet down at an 
angle of 55 degrees, deep in mud and covered by sea- 
weed and barnacles, 

The Empress of Britain was bombed and set on | 
fire by enemy aircraft Oct. 26, 1940, about 50 miles 
northwest of Err’s Head.

If we remember rightly the Reardon clan—there also 
was Larry, presently with Saskatoon Quakers, and a sis- 
ter, who likewise proved to be a better than average ath- 
lete—suffered the loss of both parents when all were little 
more than sprouts. 

Ken Reardon’s formal education stopped along about 
the eighth grade. 

He wasn’t fitted for much, as a consequence. In a 
sense, therefore, the opportunity to make his way as a big 
league puckster was something to be eagerly grasped, 

He not only grasped it. He threw a hefty bear- 
hug around it. 

While waiting for the ‘call’ to come from the pro- 
fessionals, the husky Reardon worked on summer- 
time road gangs and otherwise hardened the splen- 
did young body that was close to his greatest asset.

Eventually Montreal, Canadiens landed him, They 
had to pay Rangers $500 for him.
